The Mouth of the Pit Surrounded by

IsHPEMING, Mich,, Sept. 29.—Ten men are 
imprisoned in No. $ shaft of the Norris tron 
mine at Ironwood, near this city, and there 
is very little hope |that they will be gotten 

talive. | 

The great calamity 
o’clock this morning. One of the cham- 
bers of the mine in which the men 
were employed; caved in and cut off the only 
avenue ofescape. All the other workmen, 
under the direction of the mine superintend- 
ent, at once set to work as soon as the algrm 
was given to rescue the imprisoned miners, 
but asthe faM of earth was very great this 
labor was necessarily slow, as a great mass 
ofrock and earth will have to be removed 
before they can be reached. 

The mouth of the pit was at once sur- 
rounded by the wivesand children of the 
doomed men and their shrieks added addi- 
tional horrorto the situation. As the work 
progressed voices of the entombed men 
could be heard beyond the wallof debris, 
which encouraged the rescuers to redouble 
their efforts, 

One force of miners was put to work 
driving pipes through the earth to get air to 
the men. Ifthe water inthe mine does not 
raise and drown them they will be rescued.

A Woman’s Desperate Courage Rovtes a 
Band of Robbers. 

’ VIENNA, Sept. 29.—News has been received 
from Zokhvitza, Russia, of a deed of great 
bravery bya woman. Eight armed robbers 
visited a factory during the night for the pur- 
pose of plundering’ a_ safe, whi 
they knew contained a la 
sum of money. The watchman 
attempted to resist them, but they fired on 
him with revolvers and killed him. The 
watchman’s wife heard the noise and seizing 
agun,rantothe scene. She mastered her 
grief at the sight of her husband’s body and 
fired upon the robbers. sevenof them fled, 
leaving one who had got into the factory 
farther than the rest. He was locked in a 
room by the courageous woman. When help 
came the woman was on guard with her gun 
over the captive robber. She thus saved 
ag florins that were in the company’s 
safe. 


MURDER HIS PASTIME. 

VIENNA, Sept. 29.—A man named Szemidi, 
who while under arrest in Pressburg com- 
mitted suicide in his prison cell, has proved 
to be the perpetrator of another series of 
murders and robberies in. this city. The 
crimes were committed by daylight, the vic- 
tims, including a jeweler named Schutze, 
who was murdered in February last; an inn- 
keeper at Funfass, the porter of the Episco- 
pal Palace at Stephensplatz and a watch- 
maker’s assistant, who was murdered last 
week. The murderer was a lunatic. He had 
aisocommitted several murders in Buenos 
Ayres. 


RIOTING MINERS SENTENCED. 

SPOKANE, Wash., Sept. 29.—The trial of the 
Coeur da’ Alene miners at Coeur d’ Alene City on 
charges of conspiracy resulted yesterday in 
the conviction of four of the defendants and 
the acquittal often.

SAN FRANCISCO,Cal., Sept. 29.—H. C. Adams 
of Honolulu, who arrived here a few days 
ago, saysthe smuggler Halcyon landed her 
cargo of opium at Diamond Head, Honolulu. 
The Halcyon sailed from Victoria about a 
month ago with a cargo of opium and a num- 
ber ofChinese. She attempted to land the 
Chinese near Monterey, Cal., but they were 
captured vy Customs officers. The Halcyon 
could not laud her opium in the United states 
owing to the vigilance of the officers, and so 
took it to Honolulu.

CLEWS8 IN THE BORDEN CASE. 


Tne Mystery Surrounding the Robbery 
Which Occurred Prior to ths Tragedy. 


FALL RIvER, Mass., Sept. 29.—New light 
that will no doubt have an important bear- 
ing on the trial of Lizzie Borden was thrown 
upon the case by the robbery of Mr. and Mrs, 
Andrew J. Borden, which occurred on June 
24,1891. It will be remembered that the facts 
of this robbery had been kept secret and 
were not brought to the public notice until 
after the mysterious murder of the old couple. 
The police, aftera long investigation of the 
matter, were perfectly satisfied that they 
could place the thief under arrest, but this 
never occurred, because, it is stated, Mr, 
Borden declined to press the charge. 

Mr. Borden reported the robbery on the 
afternoon of the date mentioned. He said 
his own room over the kitchen had been en- 
tered, and a desk used for his ;private papers 
broken open and jewelry and money amount- 
ing to several hundred dollars taken. - Capt. 
Desmond and Inspector Perron were put on 
the case. They found that none of the mem- 
bers of the family had been away from the 
house during the day. All the doors, as far 
as they knew, were locked the night before 
when the articles were safe inthedesk. The 
burglary was committed some time in the 
forenoon, 

The first clew the Inspectors found was in 
a aoor at the head of the stairs, which opens 
into Mr. Borden’s room. A ten-penny nail 
was found sticking fromthe key-hole. The 
head of the nail wason the outside of the 
door. It was first thought that the lock had 
been picked, but a minute examination 
showed thatit had not been tampered with 
atall. A search of the premises failed to re- 
veal any traces ofthe burglar. The officers 
reported what they had learned to Mr. Bor- 
den and later hada talk with Mrs. Borden, 
jizzeand Emma Bordenand Bridget Sulll- 
van. 

Finally the inspectors sent for Mr. Borden 
and told him that they could arrest the thief 
atany time. They told Mr. Borden some- 
thing which astounded him, and the case 
was dropped very quietly attheold gentle- 
man’s request. The facts concerning this 
mysterious robbery, itis understood, will be 
most thoroughly elucidated at the trial and it

Herr Liebknecht Conducted Across the 
French Frontier. 


HE WAS PROPAGATING THE DOCTRINES 
OF SOCIAL DEMOCRACY. 


Career of the German Reformer asa Politi- 
cal Educator—Mexican Famine Riots 
Averted by a Supply of Food—Glad- 
stone Replied to by Argyle — Slave 
Trade Active—Foreign News. 


PARIS, Sept. 29.—Wilhelm Liebknecht, the 
German Socialist Democrat, who has been 
comspicuousin the labor congress in Mar- 
seilles, has been conducted to the Swiss 
frontier and expelled from France. a 

Herr Liebknecht, inan interview, strongly 
condemned the Franco-Russian alliance as 
disgraceful to France, and predicted that 
Russia would play false. Hesaid that he 
belleved war was far distant,  Dbe- 
cause fighting would be too _ horrible 
and appalling by reason of the immense 
armies that would oppose each other. Herr 
Liebknecht added: ‘‘Some solution must, 
however, be found. Disarm France and 
Germany, otherwise the result will be famine 
and a great political and =~social catas- 
trophe.’’ 

Herr Liebknecht ts not an Anarchist, but a 
Socialist of the true German type—an uncom- 
promising opponent of Emperors and Kings 
and rule by divine right. 

Inthe Brussels’ Labor Congress in August 
of last year heled the faction which split 
from the English Trades Unionists who fol- 
lowed John Burns of the Dockers’ strike 
fame, how a member of the British Parlia- 
ment, 

LiebEnehct isa member of the Reichtag, 
and the most untiring Socialist in EmperorWil 
liam’s domain. Liebknecht has established 
training schools 
for laborers. He has 1,000 students who 
attend lectures at 9 a. m. and 10 p. m, 
on week daysand more frequently on Sun- 
days. All elements of a practical edu- 
cation are taught. Four thousand work- 
ingmen applied for admission on the 
opening day, but most of them were 
turned away for lack of room. These 
schools are a part of Liebknecht’s great plan 
for indoctrinating the German masses even- 
tually with sclentific socialism and this sys- 
tem of propaganda has spread all over the 
empire. It was Liebknecht’s purpose to 
plant the same system of incubating Socialist 
ideas in Paris and other cities of France. ;

North American Review article. **That 
article,’’ he says, ‘‘instead of refuting, fur- 
nishes a valuable confirmation of my argu- 
ment, That argument is not addressed to 
American politicians, but tofriends of quite 
a different class. I know theinfluence guid- 
ing American polities, and therefore attach 
no importance to the opinion of the Amert- 
can baliot-box. We are not going to re- 
model our constitution in deference to the 
opion of American politicians.’’ 

The writer proceeds to argue that alghough 
he had at the time of the American civil war 
fullsympathy with the North on the question 
of slavery, the question at first did not turn 
on slavery but on theright of secession, upon 
which he had doubts until Mr. Motley con- 
vinced him that no part of the Union had the 
smallest right to secede without common 
consent. 

‘*Mr. Gladstone,’’ he contends, ‘‘clinched 
the argument against himself by claiming 
that the people of [reland never assented to 
the act of union, and that Ireland is 
therefore entitled to call herself a nation—a 
title never hitherto given to any of our great- 
est colonies, and never acknowledged as be- 
longing to any of the Statesof the Union. 
He has gone the whole length of denying that 
there is any obligatory force in one of the 
few organic statutes existingin our constl- 
tutional! history. Nothing could have better

LONDON’S LORD MAYOR, 


MR. STUART KNILL ELECTED AFTER SOME OP- 
POSITION. 

LONDON, Sept. 29.—The Livery of the city of 
London met to-day in the Guild Hall 
to elect a successor to Lord Mayor 
Evans. The Guild Hall was crowded 
and an unusual interest was taken in 
the proceedings owing to the fact that stren. 
uous opposition had developed against Mr. 
Stuart Knill, Alderman for the Bridge. 
Within Ward, who stood next in 
rotation for the Lord Mayoralty, because 
of his religious faith, he being a 
Koman Catholic. Six candidates were bro. 
posed for the livery. When Mr. Knill’s name 
was méntioned it was received with loud 
cheering. There was a scenein the Cham- 
ber when Councilor Moore protested against 
the selection of Mr. Knill because he 
wasa Catholic. The protest was received 
mingled with hissing and cheering. It had 
little, ifany, effect uponthe liverymen and 
Mr. Knill was elected tothe Lord Mayoralty 
for the ensuing year. 

Every inch of the platform in the meeting- 
room of the liverymen was occupied by civic 
dignitaries. The platform was strewn with 
fragrant herbs, as is still the observea 
custom upon the election of a Lord 
Mayor. The proceedings ‘were con- 
ducied with the usual form. When Mr. 
Knill’s name was presented the spectators of 
the proceedings cheered anda hooted, but 
order was soon restored. In reply to a ques- 
tion put to him by the liverymen, who cate- 
chised him on various questions, Mr. Knill 
said that he had not attended St. Law- 
rence’s Church to-day. This statement was 
received with cheers and hisses. Mr. Knill 
added that he was a Catholic and ittended 
his own church. He then proceeded to ex- 
plain bis conduct in the event of 
his being selected, He said - he 
would have an Anglican chaplain to 
perform public duties, while his pri. 
vate chaplain would bea Catholic. He would 
not attend Anglican services personally, but 

would appoint a substitute to 


rep: | 


resent him at such services when it 
was necessary. It was at this point that 
Councillor Moore made liis protest against 
Mr. Knill’s selection. Amid a great uproar 
Mr. Moore said that Mr. Knill had allegiance 
tothe Pope. Here some other spectators 
hissed. Continuing Mr. Moore said: 

**The liberty the city fathers gained for us 
by the blood of their Protestant ancestors—’’ 
He got no further in his remarks, or if he did 
he was not heard for the hooting, hissing and 
yelling of the crowd drowned his voice. 

The Court of Aldermen retired while the 
nolsy demonstrations were still in progress. 
After a prolonged absence they returned and 
deciared Mr. Knill elected. The announce- 
ment was received with prolonged hisses and 
applause, 

Mr. Knill endeavored to return thanks to 
the Aldermen for his election, but sucha 
storm of dissent arose that his voice was in- 
audible, 


THE MUTINOUS GUARDS, 


SEVERE MEASURE PROPOSED TO DISCIPLINE TiAE 
TROOP. 


LONDON, Sept. 29.—The Yorkshire Post says 
that as a result of the recent outbreak of ‘‘C’’ 
squadron of the First Regiment of the Life 
Guards at Windsor the war office has 
decided that the Guards shall hence- 
forth be treated the same as other 
soldiers and shall take foreign service the 
same as other regiments. The War Office, 
the Post adds, believes thatthe guards have 
been demoralized by the greater leniency 
shown them and the privileges granted 
them, 

Lord Methuen, Commander of the Home 
Military District, inspected the Life Guards 
at Windsor to-day. He made an ad- 
dress to the men, in which he sald 
that - up to Saturday last the _ re- 
giment bore an exceptionally good character. 
He alded that if the man who caused the dis- 
turbance would step forward he would look 
upon the disturbance as an act of insubordin- 
tion only and the prestige of %he regiment 
would be saved. Ifthe author of the trouble 
did not step forward he would regard 
the affair as mutiny. Lord Methuen 
gave them five minutes to con- 
sider the matter. When he had finished 
speaking there was a painful pause. The 
men stood erect and soldierly, but not one 
of them spoke a word, nor did anyone step 
outofths ranks. At the expiration of the 
five minutes their regiment was dismissed. 
It is understood that the case will be formally 
submittedto the Duke of Cambridge, the 
commander-tin-chief of the army. 

The trouble in the regiment is said to be 
due to the excessive drills to which the men 
are subjected, and on Saturday last eighty 
saddies belonging to ‘‘v’’ .squadro#® were 
found to be cutin such a manner that they 
were useless for drilling or any other pur- 
pose. The men were confined in their bar- 
racks where they created a terrible uproar by 
singing and yelling at the top of their voices. 


UNHAPPY BRAZIL. 


A MOVEMENT FOR THE RESTORATION OF THB 
MONARCHY. 

VALPARAISO, Sept. 29.—Letters received 
here from Rio Grande do Sul, Brazil, say that 
a strong party has been fornrecrin that State 
for the purpose of proclaiming Dom Pedro’s 
grandson Emperor. Gov. Martins is saéd to 
be more or less favorable tothe project, and 
papers have veen started to advocate the 
restoration and the overthrow of the Repub- 
lic under President Floriano Peixoto. 


The heir presumptive to the throne of 
Brazil prior to the banishment of Dom Pedro 
was the Emperor’s grandson, Prince Pedro, 
son of the old ruler’s daughter, Princess Is- 
abel, and the Count d@ad’Eu. The young 
Prince and his parents are now in 
Portugal. There is another grandson 
of the late Emperor, however, who is proba- 
bly the man the Monarchists of Rio Grandedo 
Sul want to see crowned as rulerof Brazil. 
He arrivedin the country from Lisbon last 
November. This is Prince Augusto. He Is 
now 30 years old andthe eldest son of Dom 
Pedro’s younger daughter, Leopoldina, who 
married Prince August, of the house of Saxe- 
Coburg. She died in 1871, leaving’four sons— 
Pedro, Augusto, Jose and Luiz. Augusto 
was born near Rioin March, 1866. He Is thir- 
teen years the senior of Prince Pedro, the 
oldest son of Princess Ysabel. Dom Pedro 
looked upon Augusto until 1875 as his heir pre- 
sumptive. Augusto was the favorite grand- 
sonof the aged Emperor, whose only sons 
died respectiveiy in 1847 and 1848. For twelve 
years after her marriage Ysabel had nochil- 
dren, and hence it was the oldest born of her 
younger sister came to be regarded asthe 
heir to the throne, 

Ever since the establishment ofthe Re- 
public this young man has been the hope of 
the Monarchists, because of his naval) train- 
ing, his age, the sentiment the Emperor 
felt for him, andthe affection the Brazilian 
nation entertained for him years ago on tnat 
account. Ysabel’s eldestson, Pedro, is only 
inbis 17th year, and could hardly be ex- 
pected to play the role of leaderin a revolu- 
tion. Prince Augusto has a fine presence 
and charming manner and is well educated, 
He has held a commission in tne Austrian 
navy and has many elements of leadership 
in his character.

FAMINE RIOTS AVERTED BY PROMPT ASSIST- 
ANCE RENDERED. 

CiTy oF Mexico, Sept. 29.—Want of corn 
has caused rlots among the people of Morelia, 
atown inthe State of Michoacan... The dis- 
orders were only checked by the Governor 
personally promising to supply the needed 
grain. The Governor fulfilled his promise by 
bringing from neighboring places enough 
corn to last until the American corn arrives.

In 
exchange for the slaves the traders accept 
nothing but modern frearms and ammuni- 
tion. The mortality among the slaves while 
en route to the coast from the interior is 70 
per cent, Raids ona still larger scale are 
expected during the winterin the region of

' REBELLIOUS TRIBESMEN.

Matters Discussed by dhe German Cath ° 
olic Congress. 


NEWARK, N.J., Sept. 29.—During yester 
davy’s session of the German Catholic Con- 
gress, the Rev. F, W. Immekins of Pitts- 
burg, Pa., spoke on ‘‘Our Youth, the\Hope 
of the Future;’’ the Rev. Mr. Heimen of 


Mauch Chunk, Pa., on ‘*The School Ques- 
tion,’’ and Rev. Dr. Meisner of Peru, Ind., 
on ‘*Patriotism.’’ The latter said that Ger- 
many was the land of his boyhood. He left it 
as millions of others had done. They had 
sworn off all allegiance to foreign poten- 
tates. This had been recognized but now 
suddenly there appeared a new edition of 
know-nothingism and the brandingof United 
States Catholics as perjurers, The apeames 
said the trouble was because heand his fel- 
low-countrymen were guilty of four crimes: 
first, that they came here not from 
necessity buat from choice; second, 
because they declared the glories of the 
United States in two languages, the English 
and the German; third, because in religious 
affairs they were guided by the Pope, and 
fourth, that they loved the United States and’ 
the institutions of the’ United States. he 
speaker said that every emigrant on his way 
to this country took occasion to learn some 
English, because it was the official language 
ofthe country. When they arrived here they 
rendered themselves useful. As to the love 
of the German-American for his adopted 
country the speaker said that no greater 
proof could be asked than that they had laid 
down their lives for her. 

He said that the Germans did not want an 
American church, but would add when there 
was a Catholic Church in America en- 
joying rights with allother Americans. He 
saidthat the Pope did not claim and no one 
claimed for him any temporal power except 
in Rome. He said that history could not 
show wherethe German Catholic had done 
anything against the Government of the 
United States. He said that oneand allloved 
the country and the speaker paid a glowing 
tribute to the United States, the form of gov- 
ernment and liberties of the country,

MADRID, Sept. 29.—Among the American 
delegates to the meetingof the Society of 
Jesus at the monastery at Aspeytia are Rev.

OF HORROR. 


Living Death Suffered by Hamburg 
Cholera Nurses. 


PUTRIFYING BODIES STACKED IN 


PROMISCUOUS HEAPS. 


Letter From a Volunteer Physician in 
the Hospital—Authorities Refuse to 
Tell the Truth Concerning the Great 
Mortality — Progress of the Plague 
Abroad—No Cases in New York. 


BERLIN, Sept. 29.—The following extracts 
are from letters written by Dr. Hulzeman, a 
volunteer physician serving intwo cholera 
wards in Hamburg, to relatives, under date 
of Aug. 31: 

‘‘There is a great scarcity of physicians 
and attendants here. Oneofmy attendants 
hanged himself behind a door the other day. 
Ihave nowa young clergyman and mem- 
bers of the Young Men’s Union 
as attendants. They accomplish their duties 
admirably, You cannot immagine the ter- 
rible odorin the wards. The moaning of the 
sufferers is dreadful. About one-half of them 
dieina few hours. There are about 3,000 
lying ill, but the papers contradictit. Iam 
dreadfully fired. At the mortuary the 
corpses are piled on each other in layers of 
six. Donot write me. I willadvise. Every 
one lies naked here. Shirts are worse than 
usbless.’’ 

Sept. 2 he writes: ‘‘Am still well. Cases 
are now more acute and more frequent. 
Terror reigns here. My clergyman is a 
splenaid fellow, being at his post night and 
day. lam always on foot eighteen hours and 
then sleep where lIcan, like aratin an ante- 
room of the ward. It is impossible to stand 
this long. Every day death half empties my 
ward and every time my beds are filled 
again,.’’ 

In a later letter after recording his release 
from quarantine andthe refusal of various 
hotels to admit him, the doctor says he haa 
corpses in his ward from eight to ten hours 
before they were removed. He thinks terror 
killed many before their time. 

‘*T am perfectly knocked up,’’ he says, 
‘‘and have almost forgotten what it Is to 
laugh.’’ In describing the apathy 
shown by a~*comrade since he left 
the hospital the doctor declares that he was 
himself ina similar state of mind. He says: 
**All objects around completely lose their 
value on seeing men die like files. I would 
not have hesitated a moment, if I had had it, 
to give $10,000,000 to savea man’slfe,. No- 
body is able toconceive of such feelings un- 
less he has been placed in a similar posi- 
tion.’’ i 


— AT ST. PETERSBURG. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 29.—Thirty-five new 
cases of cholera were reported here yester- 
day, an increase of seventeen cases com- 
pared with Tuesday’s figures. There were 
seven deaths against twoon Tuesday. The 
danger of an epidemic in Galicia is over, 
proving that the proper precautions were 
taken to stave off an epidemic. Everybody 
expected a repetition of Hamburg exper!i- 
ence at Cracow, where the water is quite 
bad, perhaps worse than at Hamburg. 


FOUR NEW CASES. 

HAVRE, Sept. 29.—In this city yesterday 
four new cases of cholera and two deaths 
were reported. This is a decrease of one in 
the number of deaths compared with Tues- 
day. The numberof new cases is the sameas 
we reported on that day. 


FEW NEW CASES, 

HAMBURG, Sept. 29.—The official cholera 
statistics continue to show a decrease in both 
the number of new cases and deaths. Yes- 
terday, according to the official figures, 
forty-four new cases and sixteen deaths 
were reported. Compared with Tuesday’s 
official figures yesterday’s returns show a 
falling off of five cases and fourteen deaths.. 

These figures do not agree with those ob- 
tained by newspaper correspondents who 
state that yesterday’s new cases numvered 
121 and the deaths fifty-three. 


NOT ONE CASE, 


ALL TRACES OF THE PEST DISAPPEARING FROM 
NEW YORK. 

New York, Sept. 29.—The Health Board 
this morning reports no cholera in this city. 
Last night there were two suspicious deaths 
from symptoms resembling cholera. These 
are being investigated, but, as Dr. Wilson, 
the Chief of the Health Board, says, they will 
doubtless turn out to have been caused by 
acute cholera morbus.

lateral secur'ty for the same. 

Thatit favors the enactment of such laws 
as willinsurea rigid system of State inspec- 
tion of all building and loan associations 
doing business in the State, which inspection 
shall be made at least annually and snall 
cover matters of expense, system, securities 
and methodsof business of the association 
and shall be made by a State 
officer appointed for that purpose. 
That it desires the reinstatement of the sec- 
tion in the laws of 1887 relating to the exemp- 
tion from taxation of building and loan as- 

It also asks for the enact- 
ment ofalaw giving specific authority for 
the transfer of shares pledged to the associa- 
tion as collateral security for a loan sub- 
ject to the len of the _ association. 
It favors the repeal of that portion of our 
present law which provides for the deduc- 
tion from the free shares ofthe average pre- 
mium paid by the borrower. 

It also favors the enactment of a law that 
will limit the total monthly expense ofa 
building association to 6 per cent of the cur- 
-rent monthly income consisting of dues, in- 
terest, premium and fines and shall be as- 
‘certained by taking the sum total of one 
‘month’s dues on shares then actually in 
‘force and one month’s interest, premium 

‘and fines.

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CAN’T HAVE WINNER. 


Gov. Francis Refuses to Honor the De 
mand for Requisition. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., Sept. 19.-~On March 
8, 1892, Gov. Pattison made requlsition upon 
the Governor of this State for Williard E, 
Winner of Kansas City, the indictment 
charging that Mr. Winner had ob- 
tained money under false pre- 
tenses from ae citizen or Philadel- 
phia, Mr. Winner, after consultation with 
Gov, Francis, decidedto goto Pennsylvania 
without contest, but changed his mind after 
legal advice, and asked Gov. Francis to pass 
upon the requisition on its merits. To-day 
Gov.Francis has, ina lengthy opinion,denied 
the reauisition. Among other things he 
says: ‘*‘Tthe indictment upon which your 
requisition was issued charges that the 
money was obtained under false pretenses on 
Nov. 11, 1890. It was established by certified 
copies of correspondence between Mr. Mc- 
Camantand Mr. Winner and admitted by 
Mr. McCamant’s counsel,that on that date, 
Nov. 11, Mr. Winner was in Kansas City, Mo. 
While it 1s possible for one to violate the 
laws of Pennsylvania when beyond the 
boundary of the State, he cannot, in that 
event, be considered, within the 
meaning of the United States stat- 
utes, a fugitive from justice, 
and consequently cannot be extradited. In 
support of this position I refer you toex- 
parte Reggel, 114 U. 8., 642, which states that 
the person demanded must have been within 
the demanding “state at the time he ts allege 
to have committed the crime charged, and 
subsequently withdrew from the jurisdiction 
so that he could not be reached by her crimi- 
nai procers.’’ 

Mr. Winner intends to take up his residence 
in St. Louis.

Result of the Coroner’s Inquest on John 
W. Hanson. 

The inquest on John W. Hanson, the young 
blacksmith found with a bullet hole in his 
right temple at 1210 Wright street early yes- 
terday morning, was held thismorning. The 


first witness was Miss Belle Hanson, an aunt 
of the dead man, with whom he had been liv- 


ing since he separated from his wife abouta 
yearago. According to her testimony John 
had been out of employment for some time, 
but went to work again last Tuesday morn- 
ing for the Bridge & Tunnel Co, tn East St. 
Louis. That evening he was unusually gay 
and lively. Directly after supper he went 
to a saloon next door with a friend 
who was going to get married the next 
nightand wanted him to attend the wed- 


Pding. They came back and they sat up and 


had asocial time together for two or three 
hours. The witness had a lady friend there 
and they had some music. After the visitors 
had left, and the witness and her grand- 
mother were about toretire, John, whohad 
gone out, came in again and put away bis 
watch, and beganto get ready to goto bed, 
Just then some one on the outside, under the 
window, called ‘‘Jack.’’ Her brother went 
to the window and sodn went out tothe 
saloon. ‘‘i went to bed,’’ said Miss Hanson, 
‘*‘but Icouldn’t rest. I got uneasy and called 
to grandma: ‘Johnis in that saloonand I 
can’t rest.’ ‘O, goto sleep,’ said mother, or 
grandma,as we callher. ‘John’s old enough 
to take care of himself.’ I went to the 
window and heard them fussing in the sa- 
loon, but couldn’t hear John’s voice, 1 
couldn’t stand it any longer and put my 
wrapper on intending to go after John when 
grandma said she would eo. She went and 
got him. He was mad when he came inand 
said that he didn’t want any woman running 
after him. Mother said ‘I’m your grandmoth- 
er and have arightto goand call you.’ John 
didn’t like it and said that he was going 
againandheleft. Afterwards he came into 
the house and I thought he got his pistol. I 
heard the clock strike 1 and then I dozed 
off and the next thing I heard was the pistol 
shot in the next room,’’

The last witness was Mrs. Hanson, the dea“ 
blacksmith’s wife.

SAVE THE PARTY. 

In emphasizing the responsibility of 
voters for incompetent and disreputable 
officials and for corruption in municipal 
administration one phase of public duty 
not less important than that of exercjsing 
independent judgment at the polls is fre- 
quently overlooked.

The Attitude of Ed gnd Jim Butler in the 
Boodle Campaign Going on in the 
Twelfth District—City Counselor Mar- 
shall Explains the Objeot ofthe Mis- 
sour!

State Senator J. C. McGinnis has been put 
on slates generally asa candidate for Judge 
of the Criminal Court on the Republican 
ticket since Ashley C, Clover announced that 
he wanted to be nominated for Circuit Attor- 
ney. ‘‘Iamnot acandidate for the Orim- 
inal bench,”’ said the Senator to-day, ‘‘I 
was elected to that office in 1878, but counted 
out, and I felt for a long time afterwards 
that lought torun again, until lately, when 
I changed my mind. I don’t feel now like un- 
dertaking the work of the office. It is amaz- 
ing, if it is properly done. I shall be a candi- 
date for the State Senate again.’’ 

‘*Do you anticipate any difficulty in being 
re-elected?’’ 

‘*‘No, notinow,’’ sald the Senator, pulling 
his big black slouch hat over his torehead. 
‘*They got up a story in the district that they 
were going to beat me this time; but that 
was just to make me go out and spend some 
money with the boys.’’ 

And the Senator indulged in his only wink, 
shutting hislefteye tight and making the 
other as round as a lens of a camera.

Whenthe 8t. Louls delegates to the Na- 
tional Democratic Convention at Chicago ar- 
rived inthaft city they were surprised to see 
the number of well-organized clubs which 
were already there from other large cities. 
The showing that they made and the recep- 
tion they were all accorded made the hearts 
of the St, Loulsans shrink when they consid- 
ered that the only appropriate Danner under 
which they could march was the ‘‘Hen- 
dricks Democratic Association.’’ City Coun- 
selor Marshall, who was one of the St. Louis 
delegation, upon noticing this, spoke openly 
of the utter lack of organiza- 
tion existing among the Democrats 
of this city and stated that upon his return 
he was going to devote a good portion of his 
time and energy toward the formation of an 
organization that would be both the pride 
of the Democratic party in Missouri 


and an all-important factor in itiocal 
politics. Upon his return he succeededjin 
enlisting a number of prominent Democrats 
in the project and the resuit was the forma- 
tion of the Missouri Democratic Association, 
which held its first important meeting at 
Uhrig’s Cave last nizat. A number of secret 
meetings had been held prior to this and the 
minor details of the organization guletly 
effected. Last night every ward in the city 
was represented at the meeting and the first 
election of officers took place, which resulted 
as follows: President, W. C. Marshall; Vice- 
President, C. L. Hoblitzelle; Secretary, W. 
P. “Sacklin, and Sergeant-at-Arms, John 
McCarthy. The names of nearly 200 appli- 
cants for membership were proposed, the 
majority of whom were added tothe present 
membership Hst. The present officers hold 
their positions until January next, when 
the regular annual election takes place. It 
was resolved to hold meetings every Friday 
night, andthe next one will be heldin the 
large hall at Uhrig’s Cave, though this place 
has not yet been settled upon asthe central 
headquarters of the club. 

The plan of organization, asfoutlined to- 
day toa PosT-DISPATCH reporter by one of 
the officers of the club, is very extensive in 
its scope, though as yet the assoclation may 
be said to be in its infancy. 

Every Democratin the city or State who 
can subscrbe to the national platform of 
the party is eligble to member- 
ship in the organization, the 
main object of which will be to harmonize 
the interests of the Democratic party, not 
only inevery ward of the city, but also in 
every county throughout the State. It wiil 
seek to reconcile the differences of all cliques 
and factions wherever they exist. 

To attain this is no small undertaking, and 
the projectors of the scheme saw this when 
they first undertook the organization, 
and for that reason, they allege, began by 
holding secret meetings. There is to be one 
controlling central organization, which Is to 
be composed of representatives from the va- 
rious wards ofthecity and counties of the 
State. Theexact basis of this representa- 
tion has not yet been definitely determined, 
but it will be similar ina measure to that of 
all party State conventions. The members 
of the association-at-large will be known as 
the ‘*Missouris,’’ and each branch organ- 
ization will be designated asa ‘‘tribe,’’ after 
the Indian nomenclature. 
tribes will be numbered and not named, so 
that the badge of the organization will 
simply bear the Inscription: 

‘*Missouris—Tribe No. ——’’ City Counselor 
Marshall, the president of the association, 
when seen this morning, said: ‘‘I know that 
the general impression given out it that this 
association is nothing more or less than a 
‘push’ organization. An appearance 
of truth is given this report 
from the fact that I was 
elected President and Mr. Macklin, Secretary, 
both of us at present being city officials 
under the Mayor. Now Hoblitzelie, the Vice- 
President, is certainly not identifiedjwith the 
push and when a full list of our members is 
given for publication it will be seen ata 
giance that the association can neither be 
denominated a ‘push’ nor a ‘pull’ organiza- 
tion. 

‘*7] was one of the most active organizers of 
the association, and, as a ward of my 
labors, I suppose, I was elected President.

At the rate wheat is moving into the different mar- 
kets and not moving out, another 3,000,000 bu in- 
crease in the next visible seems probable. 

Estimates are that Chicago’s stock of provisions on 
Oct. 1 will be 125,000 to 150, 000 bbhis pork, 20,000 
tes lard and 18, 000; 000 to 25,000,000 Ibs short ribs.

Chicago advices were that the country was offer- 
ing corn and oats freely This indicates pretty 
plainly that the corn crep is safe from further 
danger.

A dispatch from Grenada, Miss.

A report from Fargo says that farmers are well ad- 
vanced with theirthreshing.

Prime's Report—Northern Illinois reports the bulk 
of corn will not be safe before Oct. 10. A heavy frost 
at this time would injure fully 65 per cent ofthe 
crop. Eastern lowa reports most of the corn now 
safe from frost. No corn moving, as our stock feed- 
ers use all that is raised in this section. Condition 
of meadows and pastures fair, but need rain badiy. 
Centrai Nebraska reports two-thirds of corn crop 
safe from frost. Thére are various opinious as to 
damage done by frost the middie of the month, but 
don’t think it very extensive. Seems to have checked 
the growth of the corn and ripened it quicker than 
otherwise. Pastures and meadows in good condi- 
tion, but the ground too dry for plowing. Southeast- 
ern Wisconsin reports spring wheat nearly. all 
threshed; quality good.

SHANGHAIED. 


Merchant Seamen Forced to Fight for 
Honduras. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Sept. 29.—From state- 
ments made by, a number of the Interested 
parties it is learned that fifteen of the crew 
and one passenger of the steamship Spizzati 
will to-day fille a suit for $160,000 damayes in 
the Federal Court against the owners of the 
steamer, But itissuch a peculiar one that 
the decision in the case will be of national 
importance. The Spizzati was engaged by 
the Honduras Government some months ago, 
during the revolution, and turned intoan 
armed cruiser. She rendered valuable ser- 


vice and in fact succeeded in pitting 
an end to the troubles. She shipped 
her crew in this city and also tcork 
over a passenger. The crew aver that they 
were shipped as commercial seamen for the 
round trip only. Arriving in Honduras 
waters the crew soon discovered that the 
Spizzati was a mMman-of-war. They were 
served with arms, and though they ex tu- 
lated, they had tocarry-and ultimately use 
them. The crew declare thatthe Captain 

and officers forced them to fight against their 
will. All men who refused to do as they were 
ordered were immediately putin irons and 
otherwise lll-treated. The crew, as soon as 
the Splizzati arrived in this city this week, 
engaged the services ofa numberof eminent 
lawyers. It is claimed that the owners of the 
boat can be prosecuted under the neutrality 
law, the piracy law and under the rine 
act. ‘The case will no doubt be watch 
interest, not only in this city, but through- 
out the country. ®

THE VENEZUELAN WAR, 


Conflicting R3ports of the Progress of the 
Revolution—The Refugees. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—There has been no 
pursuit ofthe South Portland, now steaming 
toa Venezuelan port with guns and ammunl- 
tion for the Crespo revolutionists. The opin- 
ion prevails that the Palido Government has 
not the means to buy and equip a steamer to 
send in pursuit. 

The only reliable news at hand from the 
seat of war inthe little Republic was brought 
by the Red D Line steamer Caracas, which had 
as a passenger Senor Monagas, Senor Mona- 
gas has been in Caracas and in the fleld with 
the Government forces for the past four 
months, being attached tothe staff of Gen. 


Monagas, who commands the army of the 
Government. He is here on aspecial mission 
from his Government; and expects to com- 
plete his business and return to Venezuela 
inside of two weeks. 

Speaking of affairs in his country the Senor 
said: ‘*‘The revolutionists have possession of 
Valencia, Ciudad Bolivar and Puerto Cabello. 
They have no vessels atall and puta very 
small force of men at Puerto Cabello. 

**Gen. Crespo Is at Valencia with his army, 
which numbers not overeight thousand men. 
He wasin a good deal of trouble, because 
several of his generais had differed with him 
and some had refused to act under his orders. 
The spies of the Government brought in word 
that in some sections of his army the troops 
were almost in a state of mutiny. 

**In order to gain the time necessary to re- 
store harmony among his men and secure 
more arms, Crespo asked for the appoint- 
ment of a commission by the Government to 
consider the settlement of the war by arbi- 
tration. This was merely a subterfuge to 
stave offa battle untilthe arms shipped on 
the South Portland could reachhim. Every 
day messages came into Caracas from Crespo 
asking the leaders of the revolutionists there 
about the arms which were expected onthe 
South Portiand. Butthosearms never will 
reach Crespo, We have fivearmed vessels 
waiting for the South Portiand. 

**Acting President Pulido tis directing the 
affairs of the Government and Gen. Monagas 
is at the head of the army. They saw through 
Crespo’s trick of delaying a battle, and for 
the past week have been massing all the 
forces at their command, numbering some 
13,000 men, in order to give Crespo battle 
while he is short of arms and ammunition 
and while the dissatisfaction among his mena 
exists. 

**Crespo and all the revolutionists have re- 
ceived considergble aid from the English 
mining companies and others who have en- 
croached on Venezuelan territory, The arms 
on the South Portland were bought with 
money furnished by English people. ThisI 
know to be so. Crespo has promised all these 
companies that if he wins he will give them 
grants of land and will not disturb them 
where they are now located. He has also re- 
duced the duties 30 per cent at Puerto Cabello 
and Ciudad Bolivar on allimports from En- 
gland, but the tax on goods fromthe United 
States remains the same.’’ 

Mall auvices brought by the steamer Cara- 
cas contradict the statements made by 
Monagas in several important particulars, 
and convey the impression that Crespo will 
be successful, and that the Pulido Govern- 
ment is weak and will have buta short lease 
of power, One correspondent says of 
the seizure of the Venezulean refugees on 
board the steamer Caracas, flying the AmerIi- 
can flag, by Dictator Urdaneta and Minister 
Scruggs’ attitude in regard tothe outrage: 
‘*Since the refugees were removed, Aug. 16, 
there has been utterchaos here. President 
after President has been in office, Generals 
have declared themselves dictators, and the 
Diplomatic Corps scarcely knows whom to 
deal with. For this reason the matter has 
not been pushed, but remains ready to be 
opened as soon as law and order Is again 
established. The six men inthe meantime 
have instituted legal proceedings against the 
Red D line of steamers and are suing them 
for personal damages. It is the opinion here 
that these damages willhaveto be paid by 
/the United States Government, to whom 
Venzuela willinturn be responsible. It is 
impossible ty find out whatare the instruc- 
tions issued to Minister Scruggs by the State 
Department, but it is evidentiy a demand for 
reparation, consisting of the return of the 
mentothe United States Government, an 
indemnity for the outrage aud a salute to the 
American flag. Possibly the mall which 
reaches here to-day will contain additional 
information. ° 

‘*As tothe refugees and their position at 
present, no one seems to know much. When 
last heard from they were in the hands of 
Urdaneta at Maracaibo. One of them had 
escaped and was safely landed at the Dutch 
Islands of Curacao, it is rumored in Caracas 
and La Guayra that Urdaneta, hearing of the 
action of the United States in dispatching ¢ 
the Concord and Kearsarge, has released the 
refugees from prison, and that they are now 
at liberty in Maracaibo. Even this tardy 
quasi-acknowledgment of our claims will in 
no way effect the status of affairs between 
the United States and Venezuela.’’

TO RESTRICT IMMIGRATION, 


A Resolution Which Failed to Pass the 
Trades and Labor Union. 

It was ‘ ‘resolution night’’at the Trades and 
Labor Union, last night, but the most inter- 
esting batch of resolutions did not go 
through;on the contrary, they were tabled 
by a large majority. ‘They came up from one 
of the carpenters’ unions, and were a caustic 
arraignment of the promiscuous immigra- 
tion which has hitherto been permitted 


and which had floodedthe country witha 
class of people which it was ciaimed in the 
resolutions was not only extremely undesira- 
ble but absolutely dangereus, and whose 
competition had proved ruinous, it was al- 
leged, to the interests of the honest and self- 
respecting workingmen. The resolutions 
proposed torestrict immigration to people 
trom Great Britain, France, Germany, Den- 
mark, Holland and the Teutonic countries 
generally, and tokeep outall others. This 
was taken as a blow at Russian Jews and 
Italians. 

One delegate denounced the propositions 
as in violation of the notion of the ‘*brother- 
hood of man,’’ and others, while sym- 
pathizing with their spirit, thought their 
construction was unfortunate and their 
adoption would subject the Assembly to 
criticism and consequently they were tabled 
by a vote of 18 to3. : 

Resolutions signed by P. J. McGarry, Will- 
jam Anderson and Perry Pepoon, the Legis- 
lative Committee, in which State Senator C, 
J. Busche was denounced, were adoptea. 
The resolutions declared that he was the 
avowed enemy of organized labor and that 
he had bitterly opposed all labor measures in 
the Legislature, The resolutions protested 
against his nomination, and copies of them 
were ordered sent to the Secretary of the 
Republican City Central Committee. In the 
debate on the resolutions Mr. Busche was 
severely scored, 

Chairman Perry Pepoon’s Legislative Com- 
mittee also had adopted by the Council a 
resolution on the single tax idea. It ur- 
gently demanded that the Legislature sub- 
mit to the prses anamendment to the con- 
stitution cf the State providing that each in- 
dividual tax-payer shall be entitled to $200 
worth of personal property exempt from 
taxation, and that re county, 
city or town shall ave the 
right to raise its proportionate share 
of state taxes and such revenue as may be 
needed for municipal purposes, in such man 
ner and from such kinds or classes of prop- 
erty as it may deem advisable. The dele- 
gates from theffrades and Lapor Union tojthe 
State Federation of Labor were instructed to 
present this resolution and urge its adoption 
by the State Federation. Delegates Carroil, 
Sullivan and Bonnell were elected delegates 
to the State Federation of Labor, which 
meets at Springfield, Mo., Oct. 19. 

Local unions 235, 115 and 137, Painters and 
Decorators, sentin word that they desired 
delegates. The Grievance 
Committee was instructed to visit these 
unions to see what the trouble was. 

The Trades and Labor Union voted to meet 
at Walhalla Hall, beginning with the second 
Sunday in October.

A Caravan of Workmen Leave for Edin- 
burgh, Ill. , to Break Ground. 


At 10:30 o’clock this morning pedestrians on 
Olive street noticed a longtrain of wagons, 
plows and mules and horses wending its 
way slowly between cable cars, delivery 
wagons und stylish equipages. It would have 
looked like atraveling gypsy camp, but the 
instruments of toil were too numerous to al- 
low that idea to prevail.

camp. We have mules, plows and camp 
utensils for two hundred men. They 
are going over land and will 
reach Edinburgh which is eighty. miles 
from -here by Monday. By Tuesday or 
Wednesday, perhhps, we will turn the first 
shovelful of dirt. Ofcourse we will have ap- 
propriate ceremonies, speech-makinge and 
all that. I have invited Mayor Noonan 
and Mayor Washburne of Chicago to be 
present. Work on the roadbed will 
be commenced atonce. We have our power- 
house bulltat Edinburgh and equipped with 
enough machinery to operate the firgt sec- 
tion whenit is built. The build ag@ot the 
road bed will be pushed both 
directions. Our cars are now in 
process of construction and the 
first section will be in operation quicker than 
people think. Itis possible to have the road 
finished in time for the World’s Fair, and if 
money can push it through we will have Chi- 
cago and St, Louis within three hours of each 
other. Our finances are in splendid shape, 
sald the Doctor as the last sutler’s wagon 
went by. I made a dealon my lasttrip East 
that has put all worry about finances out of 
the way.’’

om LIVES LOST IN THE PURSUIT OF 
THE TRAIN ROBBERS. 


“railed by Indian Scouts and Hunted by 

‘Brave and Feariess Officersthe Brig¢- 

ands Defy Their Pursuers and Elude 
Capture—Evans Writes a Letter to 
a Fresno Paper— An Ingenuous Plea. 


Frrsno, Cal,, Sept. 29.—A man hunt is now 
in progress in the foot-hills of the Sierras, 
‘which In all the elements of daring and 
' Ganger outclasses anything in the bandit 
literature of the West. ‘The fugitives are the 
Southern 
Pacific train near Collis, Ohris Evans and 
ohn Sontag. 

But train robbery is not their gravest 
ime. They have taken three human lives 


Ie since the bold hold-up of the train on Aug. 8, 


which set the authorities on their track, and 
‘mow dare the State to send a force to capture 
them. 

The story of the train robbery has been 
fully told. When suspicion fell on Evans and 
Sontag, they were overhauled in the barn on 
Evans’ property at Visalia. Here Deputy 
Sheriff Weaver fell dead before the Winches- 
ters of the robbers, William Witty was sorely 
wounded and the citizens’ posse beaten off. 
Since then the pursuit has been hot. 

Five days ago the Sheriff with a good force 
of men and two Indians used to trail the fugi- 
tives came up with the bandits at Sampson 
flats near wbere Evans owns a mining claim. 
Here a battle took place in which two of the 
Sheriff’s men were fatally wounded and the 
Officers forced to quit the field without their 


prey. 
THE FIGHT AT YOUNG’S. 

This fight took place near Young’s ranch. 
The locality is.a wild one in the spars of the 
Sierras and ft /aensely studded with tangled 
underbrush, The Dandits had been to 
Young’s ranch fora supply of salt and were 
in the act of crossing the traltlfor the picket 
near the base of the mountain when discov- 
ered by the posse. The Sheriff’s men at once 
opened fire. Evansand Sontag sprang be- 
hind a hedge of rocks and at 
Once their Winchesters began to talk. 
At the first volley of the unerring marksmen 
Thomas Wilson and United States Marshal 
McGinnis fell from their horses mortally 
wounded. Ina minute afterwards Al Witty, 
brother of the Deputy Sheriff who was badly 
wounded when Weaver lost his life in the at- 
tack on Evans’ barn at'Visalia, also fell from 
his saddle with a Duilet in his shoul- 
der, and the horse of Peter War- 
ren was shot from under its. rider. 
Subsequent events show that the daring 
brigands did nor receive a scratch, although 
the posse emptied their guns in the attempt 
to bring them down. 

Three days after this encounter Evans and 
‘Sontag appeared at a nelghboring sheep 
anch and ordered dinner,teliing the rancher 

o they were, and warning him to Keep his 

outh closed ifaccosted by any of the pur- 
ng party. 
WILL NOT BE TAKEN ALIVE. 


The hunted men say they will never be 
taken alive, and it is known that they are 
amply supplied with provisions. Forsome 
time previous to the train robbery Evans car- 
ried provisions into the Sampson Flats re- 
gion underthe pretense that he was prepar- 
ing to work his mining claim. Itis now evi- 
dent that he had in mina the possibility of 
his identity being discloseil and the neces- 
sity of taking to the» jungle to 
elude capture, when a supply of 
provisions would be a matterof great im- 

ortance in holding out against the siege of 

is pursuers. The locality is a rendezvous 
for outlaws and it is very probable that the 
two Dandits now have reinforcements. 

Since the killing at Young’sranchthe pur- 
suit has been kept up, but the officers have 
not met the Dandits. 

Every clump of trees is said tocontain the 
camp ofa party of pursuers, and upon every 
trail in the hills there are the tracks of 
numerous parties passing and repassing in 
aimless search of the muc oh: sought men, The 
result of this is that even should Evans and 
Sontag pass by acertaintrailona given day

As they are constantly on the move and re- 
Bort to the skulking tactics of the Indian it Is 
dificult to say when an encounter will take 
place. But the officers are unanimous on one

wreater tragedy than has yet: marked their 
short but bloody career,

TO RAISE SALARIES. 


Object of the Bill Introduced by Council- 
man Hoolan, 


Mr. Hoolan introduced in the Council Tués- 
day night three amendatory ordinances rela- 
tive to certain employes at the City Jail, 
Work-house and inthe Health Department. 
The first provides thata deputy jailor shall 
be appointed by the jallor with the approval 
of the Mayor, who shall be the bookkeeper of 
the jalland possess the same powers as the 
jailer, with a salary of $1,000 per annum. 
The jailershalialso appoint twelve guards 


whose salaries shall be at the rate of $720 
each perannum, and one cook ata salary of 
$900, and one assistant cook whose compen- 
sation shall be $720 per annum, 

At the Work-house, the salary of the clerk 
is to be {900 per annum, and he is to give 
bond in the sum of $2,500. The salaries of 
the foreman and biacksmith are to be $720 
each per annum; the guards, $600 each; hus- 
tler, $480 and cooks $900 each. The salary of 
other employes except day laborers is to be 
$360 each per annum 

In the Health Department the salaries of all 
chief cooks are to be raised from $60 per 
month to $75, and of the assistant cooks from 
$30 to $60 per month. There are no other 
changes recommended in this departiment. | 

The City Comptroller says that these bilis 
are all jobs at the public purse, and in these 
turbulent political times the prospects: are 
that the increase in salaries will all be al- 


lowed.

CHECKING PRIVILEGE TRADING. 


Action of the Chicago Board of Trade 
Merchants’ Exchange Offenders. 


There was nota little talk on the floor of 
the Merchants’ Exchange when it was learned 
by telegraph that the junior partner of the 
firm of Counselman & Day of Chicago had 
been suspended fora period of thirty days 
by the Chicago Board of Trade.
